Pocket Money 


But, none of the philosophers 
ever seemed to realize that money 
fis the only tangible part of a 
man’s government which he may 
put in his pocket and carry 
around with him. He may look at 
post-office buildings and other 
concrete -evidences. But what 
that money will buy largely de- 
termines the citizen's attitude to- 
ward his government and his 
confidence in it. 

There may not be a rationaliza- 
tion of this on the part of the 
American citizen, who, despite 
occasional hard times and empty 
pockets, has never really known 
what a wrecked currency means. 
(Southerners of 1865-80 are 
about gone.) Without at all real- 
izing it, the average person 
nevertheless thinks of his coun- 
try in terms of its money. He de- 

hts to think of his country as 
offering the best standard of liv- 
ing in all the world to more of 
its people than any other nation. 
But, he means by this the money 
he earns will enable him to rent 
or buy a small home, to own a 
car, to have good food, to enjoy 
recreation, to travel some, to 
have a refrigerator, a washing 
machine, and so on. 

One of our difficulties with for- 
eign affairs is that the Americans 
simply cannot comprehend the 
problem of European countries 
which have had their money de- 
stroyed and which haVe lived un- 
der voluminous inflation. The 
currency agonies of China, Greece 
and other nations are not possible 
to understand. 


Even Lenin 


It was on the matter of money 
that Marx and the Communist 
creator of Soviet Russia, who be- 
lieved Marx, were in grievous 
error. 

Lenin fabolished money. His 
original concept of the Commu- 
nist state was that it would be 
one in which everyone worked 
for the state. All would then 
have a share of the products of 
such work . . . clothes, food, rec- 
reation, culture and so on. Money 
would not figure at all. 

It soon became apparent, how- 
ever, there had to be money. The 
Soviets went back to the old cur- 
rency. They still have it. 

They also went back to pay- 
ing higher wages for skilled 
workers and top wages to 
managerial and technical ability. 
Surplus production brought 
bonuses—in money. e

Presently, the differing - type 
governments must both engage in 
supplying certain of the same mu- 
nicipal services to the heavily pop- 
ulated metropolitan area. 

This has come about because the 
physical growth of Atlanta has 
overflowed the political bounds of 
the city government, whose ehar- 
ter intended it should furnish such 
service functions. 

Nonetheless, Fulton County, 
handicapped by its cumbersome 


legislature, has had to devise 
means to extend these needed 
services beyond the city limits into 
areas whose population is so heavy 
as to demand them. 


The result is two governments 
having to provide, in many in- 
stances, duplicate services to one 
continuing city area. 

A remedy to correct this situa- 
tion, as visualized by the Local 
Government Commission, whose 
lengthy and detailed study result- 
ed in the Plan of Improvement, 
will be submitted to an advisory 
vote in the June 28 primary. There 
the citizens can express themselves 
on the proposed changes. 

The Commission’s recommenda- 
tions as incorporated into the plan 
decide it is basically simpler to 
regroup the funciions of the two 
governments according to their in- 
tended purpose, than it would be 
to continue to revamp piecemeal

Chapman’s Pr oject 4 fellow named plain Bill Brown is 
concerned with the actual operation of the Spinners. In his day- 
light hours he sells insurance and works in a mill. He was most 
concerned when I called the other day, so concerned that Joe Pastor 
had been called in for a consultation. The young and smart-looking 
Pastor, as the Crackers’ chief scout, also is the Cracker farm agent.

Most prominent is a large Italian outfielder 
from the Bronx in New York City. Mauro Iacavello is just 19 
years old, but viciously wicked with a bat in hand. Moe clubbed 
15 home runs here last year, his first as a pro. He’s ahead of that 
schedule this year, but more important, his batting average has 
leaped 100 points. 

Iacavello is stationed in right field, where a pair of heavy 
feet are least damaging. They provide the only detrimental 
factor in this boy’s future. 

A freckled-faced pitcher from Birmingham, Charley Moore, 
stands with Iacavello as a Cracker likely. Charley, too, is 19, a 
right-hander who has blossomed this season. He posted a negligible 
6-9 record last year, but to date he shows eight wins and three 
losses this year. His equipment is varied, no outstanding stock in 
trade, but a pitcher Chapman figures can’t miss helping the Crackers.

Considering the fact that most of the amateurs and pros I’ve 
seen play have been committing this fault in regular fashion, 
Mangrum is hardly to be blamed. But the fault was thrown into 
the spotlight and from now on I don’t believe you will see it 
repeated so often. 

One of the basic principles of the ancient and honorable game of 
golf is to play the ball where it lies and to touch it only from com- 
plete necessity. 

Except when resting in some other player’s line in medal play, 
or under exceptions noted by the association, the ball isn’t to be 


touched. 

There is also a penalty of two strokes for cleaning the ball, except 
where the greens are ruled close to unplayable. 

Yet, year after year in big tournaments, amateurs and pros 
have been lifting and cleaning the ball on practically every green. 
This is in complete violation of the rules of golf. 

Here is a letter I have received from England which I think will 
interest all golfers:

i declarer was called upon to ex- 


ecute’a standard safety play in 
order to protect himself against 
a bad break in that suit. It in- 
volved perhaps a little sweat, 


but fortunately, no tears. 

South’s choice of opening bids 
is worthy of note. Possession of 
a five-card major suit is no bar 
to an opening two no trump bid. 
This hand meets fully with the 
prescribed measurements. In- 
deed, it is a bare eyelash short 
of a standard three no trump 
opening, and by the same token 
is microscopically shy of what 
we require for an opening de- 
mand bid of two hearts. 

North could see at a glance 
that a slam was within reach, 
for he held 10 points in high 
cards alone, which combined 
with eyen a minimum two no 
trump opening, would assure 
the partnership of at least 32 
points. While 32 points would 
not be quite sufficient for a 
slam, with a balanced hand, 
when accompanied by a good 
six-card suit, such holding will 
frequently form the basis for a 
sound slam contract. Preferring 
to postpone his commitment 
North temporized with a bid of 
three spades, awaiting develop- 
ments. . 

South now took oeccasion to 
show his five-card heart suit, 
and North persuaded that his 
partner had more than a mini- 
mum, leaped to six no trump. 
This was a semewhat aggressive 
maneuver in that it suggests 
(after previously showing a 
suit) that partner bid seven if 
he holds a maximum two no 
trump bid. It seems to us that 
a bid of five no trump by North 
at this point would have done 


justice to his holding. South ex- 
ercised outstanding restraint in 
failing to contract for a grand- 
slam. He was deterred only by 
his indifferent holding in 
spades. 

West opened the deuce ‘of 
clubs, With 10 top card tricks in 
sight declarer must select be- 
tween spades and hearts for the 
development of two additional 
tricks. With five cards including 
the queen and jack missing in 
both suits, the choice would, on 
the surface, be reduced to a 
mere guess, for if either suit 
broke 3-2, the hand could be 
won by the simple expedient of 


giving up one trick in that suit. 
In formulating a plan of ac- 


tion however, the 4-1 distribu- | 


tions, too, should be taken into 
account. Analysis showed that 
there was a distinct percentage 
in playing for the heart suit. 
If either hand contained a sin- 
gleton honor, that suit could be 
established with the loss of only 
one trick. But in the spade suit, 
if there were a singleton honor 
outstanding, it would avail the 
declarer nothing unless the sin- 
gleton were specifically in the 
East hand, for if West happen- 
ed to have a singleton honor, 
East would have two stoppers 
in the suit. 

Selecting hearts to develop, 
declarer was cautious enough to 
handle the suit in a manner to 
protect himself against a hold- 
ing of Q-J-x-x in the East hand. 
If West held Q-J-x-x, there 
could be nothing for declarer 
but woe. He first cashed the ace 
of hearts and then followed with 
a low heart to the 10. West 
showed out and East took the 
trick with the Jack. This estab- 
lished a tenace position in de~ 
clarer’s hand against East’s 
queen, and declarer subsequent- 
ly entered dummy to finesse 
East out of his queen of hearts 
and bring the total tricks to 12.

Senate called up Editor Clayton Fritchey 
and Publisher David Stern of the New 
Orleans Item to answer charges of “con- 
tempt,” we observed that this body seemed 
to have the proverbial bull by the horns 
and likely would have difficulty turning 
him loose. .

Britain Decides 


To Move Alone 


Instead of cutting her own pattern to 
fit into that of Western Europe, Britain 
now demands that free Europe slip into 
the pattern established by the Labor Par- 
ty’s socialist economy. 

That, in effect, is the meaning of the 
governing Labor Party’s flat rejection of 
the Schuman Plan for pooling coal and 
steel production. The Labor Party says 
the plan is unworkable unless the indus- 
tries affected are nationalized just as Brit- 
ain’s coal industry is now and as her steel 
industry will be soon. 

It looks like, as the French say, an eco- 
nomic and political Europe must be cre- 
ated without Great Britain. 

The Labor Party fears the effect upon 
her own high-cost industry of joining any 
such agreement. Moreover, the Labor 
Party has the political promise of full em- 
ployment. The government regulates ev- 
ery phase of British industry, even of 
those not nationalized. Competition is dif-

The Labor Party not only rejected the 
Schuman Plan. It also finally clarified its 
opposition to giving legislative powers to 
the Council of Europe. France long has 
accused the British Government of giving 
lip service only to the Council. 


Britain can no longer be described as 
dragging her feet in efforts to unify Eu- 
rope. She simply has ceased to move for- 
ward at all in that respect. 


Winston Churchill, who long has fa- 
vored a united Europe, can be expected to 
make the most of the Labor Party’s pro- 
nouncement. Conceivably, the flat stand 
of the Laborites may hasten new elections 
and serve as a principal issue in the cam- 
paign. 

Labor’s aloofness follows traditional 
British reluctance to join hands with the 
Continent. In 1930 the British Foreign Of- 
fice viewed “with caution, though cordial 
caution” a proposal by Aristide Briand of 
France for a Federal Union of Europe. This 
effectively killed the plan. 


Times afd conditions now have 
changed. The last war, and events in the 
cold war against Soviet expansion since, 
have demonstrated that a nation cannot 
stand alone. Unity of the free world is 
the most effective—indeed, the only effec- 
tive—way in which freedom can be main- 
tained. Britain still may be a tripod with 
one leg on the Continent, one on the other 
nations of the Commonwealth and one in 
the United States, but the time has come 
when it would be to her advantage to put 
more weight on the continental leg.

Another McCarthy 
Farce Exploded 


WASHINGTON—The United States Senate— 
or at least certain segments of it—made another 
sorry spectacle of itself in the way it received the 

latest blabber mouth charges by Senator Joseph McCarthy, of Wis- 
— about the Communist ghosts he sees in the State Depart- 
ment. 


Nothing that has happened since the whole furor began better 
illustrates the sordid brand of politics being played with the charges. 


Irresponsible McCarthy took the floor to deliver another 
one of his—what proved to be later—irrespon- 
sible blasts against the State Department. With a great flourish and 
much trumpeting, he produced what purported to be a secret FBI 
report or chart of three years ago listing some 124 Soviet agents, 
Communists, sympathizers and suspects who were supposed to be 
in the Department. He even offered photographic copies of the al- 
leged report and charged that, “At least three of those listed as 
ommunist agents by the FBI... are still holding high positions 
in the State Department.” 


Considering the Wisconsin Senator’s record of irresponsibility, 
his making of so many charges that have fallen flat heretofore, it 
was to be assumed that his Senate colleagues would adopt a cau- 
tious attitude. Prudence, it seemed, demanded that no one accept 
his latest charges without at least first giving the Department an op- 
portunity to be heard. 


But some of his fellow travelers in the smear campaign were 
apparently all too willing or anxious to believe what he was say- 
ing. Without waifing to check with the State Department or the 
FBI, first one and then another of four Senators got up to commend 
McCarthy for his presentation of the latest charges. They included 
Senators Irving M. Ives of New York, Kenneth S. Wherry of Ne- 
braska, the minority leader; William F. Knowland of California, and 
Carl E. Mundt of South Dakota—all Republicans. 


Incidentally Senator Ives was one of the group of liberal Re- 
publicans who joined with Senator Margaret Chase Smith, of Maine, 
in severely denouncing McCarthy recently for his smear tactics. 
Having taken a turn at denouncing him, he now takes a turn at 
praising him—which puts the New Yorker on both sides of the 
fence. He was probably inspired to make the flop by the action 
of a group of New York Republican youngbloods the other day in 
approving the McCarthy line. 


Had any one of the four Senators shown enough prudence to wait 
a couple of hours for the State Department’s answer to the charges 
he might have saved himself some slight embarrassment. For the 
Department, as soon as the charges could be digested, put out a 
statement branding the McCarthy charge as “absolutely false.” 


No such repprt as the Senator claimed ever existed, the Depart- 
ment said, going on to show where McCarthy had distorted the 
facts grossly: It added: 


“I—No such chart was ever received by the State Department 
from the FBI. 


“2—The Department of Justice has informed us that no such 
chart was ever prepared by the FBI. 


“3—The chart in question was merely a preliminary working 
document prepared by one of the State Department’s security of- 
ficers as a basis for further examination.” 


Denial From that the Department went on to deny that any of 

the persons identified on the chart as Communists or 
the like are now employed by the Department, except possibly in 
the case of those whose loyalty has been carefully checked, evalu- 
ated and reviewed under the President’s loyalty program. 


And so. another McCarthy farce has been exploded. The pity of 
it is that members of the Senate should lend aid and encourage- 
ment to his irresponsible tactics by getting up and praising him for 
his efforts. Maybe they were praising him for showing more re- 
straint than he has in the past by not naming the people on his 
phoney list. 


It seems time for the newspapers to follow the example of The 
New York Times and stop treating everything that comes from the 
mouthy Wisconsin Senator as responsible news. The Times buried 
his latest outburst on page 20 inside—so deep that it was hard to 
find even by anyone looking for it. Until he comes up with some- 
thing better than he has been able to offer thus far, he should be 
buried even deeper in the public prints—over in the mortuary or 
classifieds. 

The newspapers are committing a public disservice to play up 
the wild charges the way they have. If the loose-talking Senator 
cannot be shut up, he at least should be shut off from the vehicles 
of public information. No sooner is one of his charges proven false 
than he comes up with another equally baseless. 

Some day McCarthy may come across one puny little Commie 
sympathizer tucked away in some obscure minor position of the 
Government. If he ever does, he will cite that as proof of all the 
crackpot charges with which he has sought to smear the State De- 
partment structure . :

The legality of AAR practices under the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Law is a direct issue in an- 
other case, that brought by the Department of 
Justice in the federal court at Lincoln, Neb., 
against the Western Association of Railroads, an 
AAR affiliate. This case is now awaiting de- 
cision by Judge John W. Delehant after an ex- 
haustive presentation by the government and 
railroad association members, and considerable 
delay. 

The report by Mr. Garrison becomes a part 
of the Supreme Court’s record for its considera- 
tion when there is a rehearing of the case. It 
may have an effect on the Nebraska case. It in- 
troduces the issue of AAR practices, though on a 
more restricted basis than the Nebraska case. 

In his report, Mr. Garrison said that portions

of the defendants’ territorial rate association 
agreements “have a purpose that extends beyond 
mere discussion and exchange of views” and are 
designed to “check the scope and frequency of 
rate reductions,” as well as to “induce rate in- 
creases.” This is done, he explained, through 
voting and appellate mechanisms which “are not 
needed to enable railroads to discharge their du- 
ties under the Interstate Commerce Act, and 
therefore fall into the class of price-fixing agree- 
ments held to be unlawful under the Sherman 
Act.” He specified them as: 

“Resolutions designed to preclude the adop- 
tion of particular rate reductions; resolutions, not 
adopted under the aegis, or at the prompting of 
the ICC in connection with some pending pro- 
ceedings before the ICC, designed to bring about 
agreement upon rate increases applicable to some 
particular commodity; efforts by the AAR’s traf- 
fic department, with or without the backing of 
resolutions, to induce particular roads to agree to 
refrain from rate reductions, or to agree to make 
rate increases; and actions designed to promote 
procedural changes in territorial associations: to 
check rate erosion.” . 

This is the same picture of pressure and in- 
fluence brought upon railroads by the associa- 
tion that the Department of Justice has so often 
presented. 

The Georgia case was instituted by former 
Governor Ellis Arnall who appeared personally 
before the Supreme Court to present it. He was 
hailed at the time as the champion of The South 
in its fight for elimination of freight rate dis- 
criminations which, he contended, is holding back 
The South’s economic development.

On F oresight 


As an old blab merchant, I seldom pay much 
attention to the other fellow’s speeches, and when 
I do it’s generally to take umbrage rather than 
notice. Today, however, I’d like to turn coat and 
tables on myself and do some hefty hollering about a speech on the 
future of television recently delivered by Dr. Millard Faught, an 
economist, at the University Club of Chicago. 

To begin with, Dr. Faught axioms that TV can be used for a 
lot of things besides selling eyewash, mouthwash and hogwash, and 
insists that its full potentialities will never be realized if we allow 
it to be taken over lock, stock and antenna by the hucksters. In his 
opinion, the new dingus can do an unprecedented job for us in a 
dozen esthetic fields providing, of course, that a method can be de- 
vised whereby someone besides the advertiser foots part of the bill. 
Pay and See The gimmick he suggests is a television box of- 

fice operating on a pay-as-you-see-it basis, 
and the one he specifically mentions in his speech—Phonevision— 
is due to be tested in Chicago this fall with the blessings of the 
FCC. Leaving electronic doubletalk out of it, Phonevision, which 
was recently demonstrated for me, is simply this: a system whereby 
99 per cent of an image is telecast free of charge, but shows up on 
the home screen as so much hash. To unscramble the picture, one 
picks up the phone and asks the operator to pipe in the missing one 
percent through a gadget on his set hooked up to his telephone 
line. At the end of the month, the charge for this service is in- 
cluded in his phone bill, and the gross take divvied between the 
television station, the creator of the program, and the phone com- 
pany. 

According to D¥. Faught, Phonevision—or some equivalent de- 
vice—will make it possible to collect millions of dollars in a single 
evening for, let us say, the Red Cross by putting on one nation- 
wide benefit video show. It will enable our sick-unto-dearth Hol- 
lywood studios to quintuple their audiences and double their gross- 
es, and also make possible ten-million-dollar gates for champion- 
ship fights and World Series games. But, opines the good doctor, 
its most eye-bugging impact will be on education. 
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Instruction By bringing the classroom into the home, it will 

be possible for 100,000 students simultaneously to 
take the same beginners’ course in Spanish, or child care, or interior 
decorating, whereas the average class on campus today consists of 
from 25 to 50 students. The pay-as-you-see revenue from these 
home extension courses would provide the monies for new univer- 
sity buildings, laboratories, scholarships and teachers’ salaries, and 
once and for all our colleges could stop passing the hat. Education, 
the doc goes on to say, is our best bet to stand off totalitarianism, 
despite which it’s probably the most obsoletely merchandized com- 
modity in our society. 

The economist stresses that he has no quarrel with the adver- 
tisers, but maintains that if they’re the only source of revenue, TV 
is a cinch to wind up the same sort of cultural pigmy that radio is. 

The living room, he argues, is probably the room farthest re- 
moved from the marketplace, and if Joe Jones and his missus want 
something in it beside cornflake and Cuticura commercials, they'll 
have to contribute the pennies to make it possible. 

I particularly like the last line of his speech: “Never in the history 
of the communicative arts was there a greater premium on fore- 
sight.”

Luther Couldn’t 
Take Bermuda 


CUMBERLAND ISLAND—We rode over to 
ieee, Lakeland, recently, to see some,of the things 
Be sacs feeeg Lawson Patten is doing in the way of modern 
farming. He is the number one man in the production of Coastal 
Bermuda stolons for distribution to other farmers and he is one of 
the first men in deep South Georgia to attempt to produce Ky. 31 
fescue grass and seed. He makes Dixie reseeding crimson clover 
thrive on his sandy lands and crotalaria (a soil-building crop) vol- 
unteer year after year. 

He owns and operates a very modern seed-cleaning estab- 
lishment (this year it handled over one million pounds of lupine 
seed) and when we visited him he was using for the first time 
in South Georgia a windrowing mowing machine that sifts fescue 
grass gently down into windrows where it may be dried out and 
picked up later by the combines with considerable saving of 


seed and labor. 
‘ Lawson Patten is a good man to 
Good Man to Know know and to confer with. 

I liked the way he was doing things; the windrower, the one- 
man hay-baler, the 12-ft. combine, and all the rest of his fabu- 
lous farming enterprise but most of all I liked the story he told 
us of the old Negro who quit working for him because he was 
encouraging Bermuda grass. 

“This is the field,” said Patten, “where old Luther quit me.” 
We were driving into a 75-acre field of solid Coastal Bermuda 
grass, as he spoke. “It came Saturday afternoon, and I was paying 
off the hands and when Luther came up to get his pay he said, ‘I 
won’t be coming back on Monday, Mister Lawson, in fact, I ain’t 
comin’ back.’ Naturally, I asked him why. He’s been on the farm 
ever since I was a boy and had been with my father many years 
before I was born. ‘I don’t like this fertilizing and siding up Ber- 
muda grass,’ Luther complained. ‘I worked for your grandfather 
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and I was raised up with your father and all our lives we kept 


trying to keep the Bermuda grass out of the fields and now here 
you are planting it in the fields and fertilizing it and chopping it 
out just like cotton and you're ruining your farm and I don’t 
want no part of it’.” 

“But that wasn’t all,” said Patten. “The old 
fellow had been raised with my father and 
they were close friends, so Luther went to my father and told him 
about my putting out Bermuda grass. and working it like a crop. 
The next day my Daddy called me.” 

“‘Is it true, son, as Luther says, that you're planting Bermuda 
on the farm?’ ‘Yes, sir.” ‘Well, is it true that you're fertilizing it?’ 
"Yes sir. ‘Well, is it true that you’re working it out just like a 
cotton crop?’ ‘Yes sir.’ “Well, son, do you think you're using good 
judgment?’ ‘Yes sir’.”

A Boon for ‘Loneliest’ Mothers 


To see them sitting there in the basement of the church you wouldn't take 
them for special people. Attractive looking, cheerful, casual in their conversation, 
they might have been five women from any church group, five mothers from any 
PTA. There was nothing about them that set them apart as women who had 
known a special kind of suffering, who had met and conquered desperately com- 


plex problems. 


But they were special and they knew it. 


“You might say,” one 


of them pointed out with a wry smile, “that we were the loneliest mothers in the world—the mothers 


of mentally-retarded children.” 

Until comparatively recently each of them felt 
that she was alone among women. Her child was 
not as other children and although she knew 
vaguely that there were many children in the 
world who were mentally or emotionally re- 
tarded or undeveloped, it was cold comfort to 
her. She had her persénal cross to bear alone. 


“Oh, my husband’s wonderful with Joey,” 
one young woman said quietly. “It was ap- 
parent right after his birth that Joey was 
Mongoloid. (They used to call them Mon- 
golian idiots.) The doctors told my husband 
first and he had to tell me. We thought then 
Joey wouldn’t live and my husband decided 
right away that we wouldn’t worry about 
Joey except to do everything possible to 
make him happy. 


“He still feels that way but Joey is a strong, 
healthy child and I know now that we have a 
responsibility to prepare him to live out his life 
as well as he can in a community of normal 
people. We have to make the most of such abil- 
ity as he has.” 

One by one they told of their experiences. 
There was a youthful stepmother who had 
joined a family just in time to see the eldest 
son, a husky handsome adolescent, go to pieces— 
the victim of schizophrenia. He had weathered 
a series of shocks, the death of his devoted, pro- 
tective mother, the remarriage of his father, the 
arrival of a stepmother with children of her own, 
and he could not take it. 
sulky, he learned nothing further at school and 
did not attempt to adjust himself to school life, 
and he had periods of fearful violence when he 
threatened the lives of other children in the 
family. 

Then there was the pretty, 22-year-old girl 
with the mentality of a seven-year-old, the result 
of high fever suffered during an illness from 
pneumonia when she was a tiny baby. There 
were other children suffering from brain injuries, 
not the type that cripple the muscles but the 
type that halted development of the mind. There 
was a pretty little girl who had been in and out 
of every public and private school her mother 
could find and doctors were still uncertain 
whether her inability to adjust was caused by a 
brain injury or emotional difficulty. 

“She is 12 years old and I believe the last 
test showed she had a mental age of a child of 
seven,” the mother said chokily. 

“I’m sorry,” she went on after a moment. 
“I’m the only sissy in this group. I’m the one 
who still hasn’t faced up to my problem and 
reached a point where I can accept it.” 

The sweet-faced, gray-haired woman in the 
group smiled at her. “None of us are that 
good,” she said. “We've acquired a certain ac- 
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He became silent and - 


ceptance but none of us will ever give up hope 
that someday, somehow science will find a way 
to restore our children completely. That’s part 
of being this kind of mother.” 


But these five mothers and one or two others 
who were not present have found something they 
wish their sisters throughout Atlanta and Fulton 
and DeKalb counties knew about. It is Miss 
Marian Howard’s school, a brand-new school 
established at the moment in temporary quarters 
in the basement of the McKendree Methodist 
church at 1400 Boulevard Dr., N. E. 


Miss Howard, herself a cerebral palsy victim, 
who overcame her own handicap to major in 
psychology at Agnes Scott College and to take 
special work at Potter-Spiker School and the 
University of London in England, has established 
an environment wherein, she feels, “the child is 
taught as well as the subject matter.” 


In Sunday school rooms borrowed from the 
church she gives groups and private instruction 
in emotional guidance, free and directed play, ~ 
speech, conscious relaxation, art, rhythm, musie 
appreciation, cooking and academic subjects. 
Miss Howard does not like to hear “judgment 
words” like “retarded” used to describe her 
pupils. 

“Children,” she says firmly, “are accepted 
into the groups who are educable, but who devi- 
ate from the average physically, mentally or 
emotionally so that they cannot adjust to or bene- 
fit from regular private or public school situe 
ation.” 

She calls her school merely a private school 
of “creative growth for children who have diffi- 
culty in learning.” 

Regular and comprehensive tests are given 
to her pupils along with psychiatric examina- 
tions. The results have been amazingly good. 


The teen-age stepson who once was con- 
signed to live out his life in a State institu- 
tion is happily situated with his family at 
home and will never have to leave, except to 

’ join, when he wishes, in the social activity of 
other teen-agers. The 22-year-old girl has 
taken a shine to the domestic arts and is a 
big help to her mother with household tasks. 


And little Joey’s mother has great hope that 
his abilities are being developed to the extent 
that he will never have to enter an institution. 

Miss Howard’s school will ever remain a small 
and private undertaking but by Fall she hopes to 
have found a permanent location. And the mothe 
ers of other children will have found Miss 
Howard. 

“It makes all the difference,” as one mother 
pointed out, smiling at the others. “We have 
lost that alone-in-the-world feeling. We help 
each other and Miss Howard helps us all.” 


We're Ignoring Our Own Genius 


It must come as something of a shock to David E. Lilienthal’s detractors to hear him advocate 
that “development of the industrial atom shall be in accord with the American system”—and to 
know that he means by “the American system” exactly what they mean: private enterprise, individ- 
ual initiative, competition and all the other factors bound up in that magic plhrase. | 


There has been a curious kind of reversal of 
roles here. Lilienthal as head of TVA was to 
many of the most vocal disciples of private enter- 
prise a symbol of all they distrusted. Yet here 
he is urging that private enterprise be allowed to 
take over in the hush-hush field of atomic en- 
ergy. At the same time the old-time proponents 
of private enterprise find themselves lined up 
with those who would continue and even inten- 
sify governmental controls over atomic energy. 
Their fear of losing the “secret” of atomic en- 
ergy has caused them to accept, and even de- 
mand, restrictions that they would weep their 
eyes out over if they were applied in some other 
field. 

Take, for example, last summer’s Congres- 
sional investigation of the Atomie Energy Com- 
mission, an inquiry spurred by that stalwart de- 
fender of private enterprise, Senator Hicken- 
looper. Here is what Lilienthal said in the De- 
cember 9 issue of U. S. News & World Report 
about the probe: 


“One effect of the Congressional investi- 
gation of last spring and summer was to 
make it appear that industrial contractors 
might just as well be a government agency 
so far as their initiative and freedom from 
red tape is concerned. . .. The chief in- 
vestigator breathed the very bureaucratic 
spirit we had worked so hard to avoid: the 
spirit that says: ‘Play it safe, don’t stick out 
your neck; getting action, getting things done 
isn’t as important as never making a mis- 
take.’ That’s a hell of a doctrine!” 


And so it is if you believe in advancement 
through individual initiative and daring, the very 
things on which private enterprise is built. Sup- 
pose, to use an example Lilienthal has used, that

the manufacture and ownership of aircraft had 
been a governmental monopoly. Does anyone be- 
lieve that comparable progress would have been 
made in aviation? The airplane, like atomic en- 
ergy, revolutionized warfare, yet no one sug- 
gested that we try to hide the Wright brothers’ 
secret or to hobble research with miles of red 
tape. 

. There was, of course, a difference, and it seems 
to us it was an all-important difference. Whén 
the plane was invented this troubled world was 
going through a period of relative calm, of mu- 
tual respect. But atomic energy, born during a 
war, is being developed in an era of violence and 
terror and suspicion. We suspect and fear not 
only our neighbors but even our brothers. 


And because of that fear we have no high hope 
for Lilienthal’s crusade, although we applaud it. 
The overwhelming fear for our existence leads 
too many of us to compromise the principles that’ 
make that existence good. As Lilienthal says, 
“. . « We have not only turned our back on the 
essentials of the industrial system that has given 
us our military security; we have done it in the 
name of military security! In the midst of a des- 
perate competition with the Russian system, we 
have adopted a method that more nearly re- 
sembles the Russian system than, it does our 
own.” 

No one is suggesting that military information 
be revealed or that the phase of atomic energy 
work dealing with defense be thrown open to the 
world. Lilienthal simply is urging that private 
enterprise be given a chance to develop industrial 
uses for atomic energy. 

Men like Lilienthal are trying to return us to 
the paths of sanity. Unfortunately their voices are 
fewer and less piercing than others which shriek 
through the enveloping gloom.
